‘An Account of the building of a Fort at Pondi- 
‘ chery, at the Expence of the French Baft-India 
‘ Company. 


Y a Danith Ship that left Pondichery in 
A ‘ the Month of October laft Year 1706, 


* we have receiv’d Advice, that the 
‘ Fort with 5 great Royal Baftions, 
‘ forming on the Ourfide a Polygon of 
‘ 200 Toifes [4 Meafure of about 6 Foot] which our 
‘ Eaft-India Company have caus’d to be built and 


‘ facd with Stone, and which was begun at the 


‘ End of the Year 1701, was finifh’d in the Month 
‘ of May laft Year, with all its Outworks ; that is 
‘to fay, Half-Moons, Cover'd-Ways, Counter- 
‘ {carps cover’d with Stone, Glaces with their Piles, 
* and Sluices of Mafons- Work in the Ditches. 

‘ The firft Stone of this Fort was Inid the 9th of 
‘ May 1702 by the Chevalier Martin, Governour 
‘of Pondichery and Director of the Eaft-India 
‘ Trade, who caus’d a Medal of the King to be 
‘laid in the Foundation, with two Plates of Cop- 
‘ per, on one of which he caus’d the following In- 
‘ {cription to be ingrav’d in Latin, and on the other 
‘ a. Tranflation of the fame in the Malabar Tongue, 
‘ which is that of the Country.

‘ This Fort, for Strength furpaffes all others 
‘ throughout the Eaft Indies, and is very beauti- 
‘ fully built, The only Bnirance into it, is by a 
* Gate of ftately Architecture, more refembling a 
‘ Triumphal Arch than a City-Gate; and is there- 
‘ fore nam’d Porte Royale. 

‘ The Governour of Pondichery being in daily 
* Expectation of News from France by the Arri- 
“val of fome Ships, deferr’d giving a Name to 
‘“shis Fort; but feeing none came, he chofe Se. 
* Lewis’s Day to command all the Forces of the 
‘ Garrifon to their Arms, and drawing them up in 
* the Midft of the Place, be nam‘d the Fort Fore- 
‘Lous. After Mafs was perform'd, the Te Deum 
‘and Exaudiat were fung, and a Treble Salvo given 
‘of the Artillery and Small Arms: Which done, 
Proceffion was made, and the Fort was 
* both within and withour, under a Difcharge of 
* the Artillery. . 

* This Fort was compleatly finih’d in four Years 
‘and a Wal, by the Order of the Chevalier Mar- 
‘tin, and by the Care, Direction, and on the Plans 
‘of M. de Nion Ingenier in Ordinary to the 
King and of the Garri- 
‘fon of Pondichery. The Strength and Beauty 
‘of this Work, the Expence of which amount- 
*ed to no more than 250000 Livres, is admir'd 
‘as well by the Friends as Enemies of France, 
‘who did not believe that -in fo thort a Time 
“fo great an Undertaking could be broughr to 
* Perfection; for the Englith gave out, when ir 
‘was begun, that it could not be finifh’d in 
‘lefs than twenty Years. It gives Terrour as 
* well as Admiration to the Enemies of Fronce ; | 
‘and is a Monument of Honour both to the 
* King and to the Eaft India Company. It fe- 
* cures our Trade to the Baft Indiesin fuch a 
€ Manner, thar neithet the Englith nor Dutch, 
“nor both together, can difturb or monopolize 
it; the Strength of the Garrifon of the Place, 
© befides the Number of irs Inhabitants, which 
¢ amounts to about 6000, being fafficient to re- 
* pel the Efforts of the Enemy.
